Robert Davison and John Hawksley, both well-known Nottingham businessmen, 
built a factory for worsted spinning at Arnold, 4 miles from the centre of Nott- 
ingham, in 1791. They employed up to 400 adults and 600 apprentices, although 
many of the latter were overworked, badly fed and housed, causing a high mortality 
rate amongst them. Owing to the depression the Arnold Mill closed in 1811, and was 
subsequently demolished. 

The Halfcrown is the rarest of the four denominations issued at Arnold, and no 
other specimens have been offered at auction in recent years.
